Indoors:  Put  several  bulbs,  about  1  in.  apart  (same 
variety),  in  a  pot,  barely  cover  the  bulbs  with  soil,  water 
thoroughly,  and  put  in  a  cold-frame  or  heel-in  in  the 
garden  for  8  to  10  weeks  to  force  root  development 
before  bringing  indoors  for  winter  blooming.
